The figures parental status the 378 children 
the Oxford Orphanage December 31, 1931, show that 
there were full orphans under care; 232 children 
whose mothers were living; children whose fathers 
were living; and children having both parents living. 

Presumably the mothers the 232 children who com- 
prised per cent the total population were widows 
were deserted. the majority these mothers were 
competent rear their own children and adequate 
mothers’ aid were available North Carolina there 
would undoubtedly fewer children widows needing 
institutional care. This would release the resources 
the institution for more intensive development its 
services. 

Private institutions many parts the country are 
carrying dependency load which for both social and 
economic reasons should carried through mothers’ 
aid and other forms assistance dependent children 
their own homes. The result that increasingly 
institutions are taking initiative securing backing for 
more adequate mothers’ aid laws, and demonstrating 
the practicability the mothers’ aid principle uti- 
lizing some their own funds keep children their 
homes until such time public funds are available.

again and again and said little. Finally the early 
part January, wife said, ‘What about taking those 
boys? Are going are not? want you 
express yourself.’ one day soon went the office 
the agency and the worker arranged for see the 
children. visited with them the Receiving Home 
and soon found that was favorably impressed with 
the boys wife had been. told her they looked 
good and arrangements were immediately begun 
whereby they could placed with us. 

“It has been good move for both wife and my- 
self. are occupied with their care and needs, 
which demands were long accustomed the rear- 
ing our own five children. like home once more. 

“Each boy has his little chores do. our base- 
ment work bench and good variety tools where 
own boys and have spent many happy hours. Now 
that they are gone, living over the former times 
again with these three boys. really interesting 
see what they will think and try make, and they 
are each quite handy the use tools. 


“This winter have put considerable time getting 
boat ready for the spring freshets. Everything about 
homemade, even the oars. carved image 
bird monster surmounts the front, the head which 
socket receive flagstaff.

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THE SMITH CHARITIES 

Oliver Smith, Esquire, who died December 22, 1845, 
estate valued nearly $4,000,000 which, accord- 
ing the terms his will, was the nucleus for what 
has since become known the Smith Charities. 

The system charities which Oliver Smith devised 
was put into operation 1859. The fund for the 
Agriculture School which was one part the plan be- 
came available 1905 and $50,000 was turned over 
the City Northampton, Massachusetts, for the pur- 
chase land for the purpose. The Smith’s School 
was opened for students 1908 along the lines laid 
down the founder. 

addition establishing the school, the will pro- 
yided that the trustees should select, first, indigent chil- 
dren, second, orphan children, third, children having 
one parent living, and last, those having both 
father and mother living, and should “cause the said 
boys bound out good and respectable families 
where they shall receive good common school educa- 
tion and well instructed and brought the busi- 
ness husbandry such mechanical trade employ- 
ment may considered most beneficial and 

After arriving the age 21, the boys “who have 
conducted themselves well and faithfully during appren- 
ticeship shall the discretion the trustees receive 
loan not exceed $500 for term not over five 
Security for such loans required and interest must 
paid. However, the end the five-year period 
“the conduct the Borrower shall have been such 
satisfy the said trustees that will the future make 
good use the money, the obligation shall cancelled 
and given without the payment any further sum 
than the interest aforesaid.”

Oliver Smith’s will. Not only were they educated

the case sickness mental infirmity unmar- 
ried woman can, under the terms the will, given 
assistance the amount $300. later she mar- 
ries, the benefits previously paid will deducted from 
the marriage portion. 

Indigent young women living any one the eight 
towns specified the will but not previously bound out 
the trustees are also privileged apply for marriage 
portions—not exceed $50, provided that “the man 
who she about marry has recently married shall 
likewise sustain good moral character and sober 
and industrious habits.” 

Indigent widows are eligible for payment grants not 
exceed $50 per year. Whether not allowance 
the same widows shall made annually left the 
discretion the trustees with this warning: “and 
strictly enjoined upon the said trustees every dis- 
cretionary exercise their powers—to discourage idle- 
ness and pauperism every form; and 
and enforce all proper means the practice Econ- 
Moral Virtue.” 

The 1931 report the trustees the Smith Charities 
indicates that with certain minor changes the system 
which Oliver Smith devised for the expenditure his 
fortune still being followed. 

During the year boys were indentured. Loans 
$500 each were made apprentices. The notes 
were surrendered. One apprentice loan was recalled. 
Seven girls were indentured, three girls were married 
and received marriage portions. One girl over thirty 
years age availed herself the privilege drawing 
the benefit provided the decree the Probate Court. 
Fifty dollars each was paid 174 widows. Marriage 
gifts the same amount were paid 204 young women. 
152 boys and girls were serving under indenture. The 
names nine boysand have been stricken from 
the list beneficiaries. 

The funds held the Smith Charities now amount 
over million dollars. The annual report unique 
document that still uses terms such “indenture,” 
“apprentice,” “marriage portions,” etc., which one 
rarely finds present-day reports because the older 
terminology longer applicable modern practice 
the children’s field.

Hundreds thousands 
those now suffering, directly indirectly, result 
unemployment, need much more than food and shelter. 


They want advice and guidance they seek the road 
rehabilitation.

only two cottages the sixteen are built alike, 
different plan exit has followed each. The 
organization necessary for carrying out the drills con- 
sists captain for each dormitory. the duty 
this captain awake all and see that his dormitory 
quickly emptied.

THE SIGNIFICANCE THE GIRLS’ BUREAU 
THE BRUSH INQUIRY 


Note: The Brush Foundation, Cleveland, 
whose Director Dr. Wingate Todd, has cooperative 
arrangement with the Girls’ Bureau, means which 
the Bureau plays part some the research projects 
undertaken the Foundation. The following excerpt from 
recent annual report the Bureau sets forth 
new and challenging point view.) 


growth implies harmonious development 
body, mind and social experience. any one 
the three there may measurable altered tempo, 
deviation, defect. the expression dishar- 
mony betrayed the behavior adolescence which 
brings girl under the notice and guidance the 
Bureau. Minor grades disharmony are evident, 
though unnoticed, so-called normal girls just 
minor degrees ill-health are passed over without com- 
ment so-called well children. through the study 
instances disharmonic growth, greater degree but 
not different kind, that the Inquiry can discern and 
set forth the principles which characterize disharmony. 

“Girls from the Bureau are contrasted the Founda- 
tion with girls from the general community the 
medically sick are contrasted the Clinic with the 
medically well. this assessment the Brush 
Inquiry made physical and mental develop- 
mental growth and the assessment the Bureau itself 
the social development and experience included 
among the data for study. 

development and mental development may 
found satisfactory terms the community and 
the disharmony traced down disorder social 
experience. the other hand, social experience may 
found, analysis, have but secondary negli- 
gible significance. The disharmony may due 
gross disorder physical mental developmental 
growth. 

effect find three types disharmony illus- 
trated among these girls, namely, the following: 


Physical and mental developmental growth pro- 
ceeding harmoniously relation each other and 
relation age. Disorder social experience. 


Physical and mental developmental growth pro- 
ceeding harmoniously relation each other but 
altered relation age. This disorder may precocity 
retardation, but results difficulties social ad- 
justment. 


Disharmony between physical and mental 
developmental growth with disordered relationship 
between age and one the other both these 
aspects the individual. Usually this type illus- 
trated girls adequately developed physically but 


mentally retarded defective. The altered tempo 


deficiency mental growth may, like the physical the 
social, commence any age and its causation still quite 
obscure. But the special usefulness the Girls’ Bureau 
the work the Inquiry lies the fact that find, 
among these girls, instances late appearance this 
defect, mental development having shown but slight 
aberrancy from the normal until the preadolescent 
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stage, when the defect becomes progressively more 
obvious the physical growth nears its maturity. 

“Tt only adequate analysis the disharmony 
developmental growth that can ever hope amelio- 
rate the condition promote more effective citizenship 
our young people who fall into the categories outlined 
above. The first essay this constructive work the 
conjoint effort the Girls’ Bureau and the Brush In- 
quiry, the former contributing the cases with their social 
analysis, the latter contributing the physical and mental 
analysis now possible for the first time result the 
investigations the Inquiry itself. one result the 
cooperation the past two years has been possible 
make this straightforward analysis our common 
problem. only the continued cooperation 
these two organizations that this work, fraught with 
inestimable significance for the future our youth, can 
continue.—T. Topp.” 


CHILD LABOR INCREASES ADULT UNEM- 
PLOYMENT

the reduction jobs available for those all ages, 
census figures for States indicate that there were 
approximately 700,000 children from years 
age, inclusive, gainfully employed during 1930. 
addition young people and years age unsuit- 
able occupations are considered, conservative 
say that there are million minors work who should 
school. grim jest that boys and girls should 
deprived needed education while adult bread- 
winners are desperately need the jobs these chil- 
dren hold. 

adult unemployment, children are being 
forced into work that involves new forms abuse 
rather, most cases, revival old forms abuse 
child labor. one State, for example, the number 
licenses issued for work tenement homes doubled for 
the year 1931 compared the previous year, the 
serious cases confining work the part young 
children, for cruelly low pay, are found the fre- 
quent accompaniment such work. 

distress has increased the pressure upon 
children engaged street trades work later hours, 
use more insistent devices for the sale articles, and, 
particularly the sale candy and trinkets, fall 
easily into habits begging. 

five children are competing for every job, 
wage too low, condition work too unpleasant, 
find acceptance. Governor Pinchot, Pennsylvania, 
recent address child labor, quoted cases where 
adult workers had been discharged and young girls 
boys taken wages ranging from $4.00 $7.00 
week. Some these children are struggling feed 
families younger brothers and sisters, because, iron- 
ically enough, the parents have work.”

AMERICA’S SCHOOL POLICY CHALLENGED 
PROFESSOR THORNDIKE 

Note: Upon the occasion the dedication 
the Graduate School Education Building the Unj. 
versity Chicago March, Professor Edward Thorn. 
dike Columbia University, who was one the speakers, 
threw bombshell into our usual thinking regarding 
compulsory education. Professor Thorndike based 
statements the findings study which has been made 
the educational careers 785 boys.

all lands and all times education has been dis- 
tributed unequally. With the aid the 
Commonwealth Fund the Institute Educational Re- 
search Teachers College has followed the educational 
careers 785 boys, constituting representative sample 
eighth-grade pupils New York City November, 
1922. The years schooling (of approximately 180 
leaving school permanently varied from 25. the 
sampling had been taken for age for much lower 
grade, the variation would have been even greater. 
Even our sample, some boys have two and one-half 
times many years schooling others have. 

The inequalities become even more striking 
make allowance for the fact that day’s schooling 
age means something very different from day’s 
schooling age 16, and something much less impor- 
tance, least for intellectual education. Those who 
have the least education have the youngest ages 
and are double disadvantage.

The mere volume education has been taken 
measure idealism, somewhat the mere volume 
measure philanthropy and charity. 

may doubted whether either the policy striv- 
ing for indiscriminate increase the volume educa- 
tion, the policy favoring especially those who would 
otherwise have very little schooling, was ever the best 
for the general welfare. very strong argument could 
have been made any time the last half-century for 
exercising careful discrimination the distribution 
education, giving the most those who would use 
best for the common good. 

And fairly strong argument could have been made 
that those who would use more education best for the 
common good would those who already had great 
deal it—for example, promising young students sci- 
ence who, with more education, might make discoveries 
great benefit the world, promising young physi- 
cians, clergymen, engineers and the like, who, with 
more education, might serve their communities much 

The question, are receiving the most educa- 
tion?” not answered adequately answering the 
attend medical schools?” any other 
questions that ask who receive certain higher levels 
education. 

Let consider the 785 boys that are fair sampling 
all boys grade public schools New York 
City ten yearsago. 

have examined the later school careers for the forty 
boys who had the forty highest scores the entire 785 
abstract intellect and early school achievement, and 
also the school careers the forty boys who had the 
lowest forty records the 785. The ablest twentieth 
averaged only four months older than the worst twen- 
tieth when they left school. The ablest twentieth had 
three semesters (i. e., year and half) more schooling, 
which roughly one year due their entering school 
earlier and half-year their staying age four 

The ablest twentieth reaches status four full-year 
grades advance the least able twentieth age 
only four months greater. Their average high school 
graduation; that the low twentieth graduation 
from the eighth grade. Twenty-nine forty them 
graduate from high school; only one the low forty does. 

The findings should force thoroughgoing considera- 
tion policies regarding the distribution education. 
There are adequate reasons for supposing that the 
case for the country large notably better than that 


for New York City. that New York 
has been ahead the country large providing edu- 
cational opportunities and encouragement for able boys 
and girls. fear that the general status distribu- 
tion may worse. Present distributions are surely 
bad. 

certainly not reasonable that the intellectually 
ablest per cent the boys should kept school 
age only four months beyond that which the least 
able are kept. Suppose that had years school- 
ing distribute among these boys. Surely, would 
wasteful and essentially unjust give each boy one 
year more. More schooling the sort they have had 
will make the low twentieth very little happier more 
useful. But can guaranteed that two years more 
for some the top twentieth would enrich their individ- 
ual lives and produce substantial benefits the com- 
munity. advances the compulsory 
school age beyond seem, view the actual facts, 
weak and wasteful procedure. 

And what shall say laws customs which sys- 
tematically and emphatically distribute the most school- 
ing those least able get profit for themselves 
for the community? Are they not intolerably unwise 
and unjust? Yet they have been very common. Thus, 
child certain age, say 14, allowed work 
has reached certain advanced stage, say gradua- 
tion from grade but has only reached, say grade 
must given more schooling. our specially 
able boys, five left school before they were 15; not one 
the dull did. need laws prevent greedy 
perverse parents from depriving gifted children 
schooling, not laws force them keep school chil- 
dren who have neither the ability nor the interest 
profit thereby. 

The problem providing schooling some reason- 
able relation the intellectual ability the recipients 
only one part the general problem the quantitative 
distribution education. would very inade- 
quate treatment the matter use intellectual superi- 
ority alone the measure fitness for more education. 
Moreover, the problems the qualitative distribution 
education are least important those 
quantity. have ask not only How much school- 
ing shall each sort individual receive?” but also 

Zeal produce more schooling—that is, increase 
the amount schooling given our country been 
one America’s fine idealisms. Such zeal should 
maintained, but with there should equal zeal 
distribute this education that those will have most 
who can use best. What evidence now have indi- 
cates that the ablest receive very little more than the 
least able. 
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For every boy the top our 785 who stayed 
school beyond the age there were nearly ten boys 
below average ability who did so. The passion for 
equalization which had certain nobility when large 
percentage children barely learned read and write 
becomes unwise, almost ridiculous, when the question 
spending our resources keep schools boys 
who would happier and more useful 
work play. Our increased resources should used 
first aid young men and women whom nature and 
nurture have chosen profit from schooling. 

Doubtless great ability will often manage get edu- 
cation outside schools get along without it. But 
those who can much for the world with little are 
the very ones who should given more. the wars 
are incessantly waging against disease, misery, deprav- 
ity, injustice and ugliness, should not provide our 
best marksmen with the poorest weapons nor ask our 
bravest fight with their naked hands.
